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Crime Report & Prevention

Do We Have 
Enough Police 
Officers? 


Crime prevention requires our 
active involvement through aware- 
ness of criminal activity in our 
neighborhood and through pre- 
ventive actions. The Police De- 
partment also has to provide 
adequate support and presence 
in order to keep our communi- 
ty safe. 

With crime on the rise in our 
city, it is appropriate to ask whe- 
ther or not we have enough po- 
lice officers. The Mayor, in his 
proposed fiscal year 1990 bud- 
get, has not requested any addi- 
tional staff for the Police De- 
partment. 


We Have Had More City 
Government But Fewer 
Police 


There is orie non-police city 
employee for approximaely every 
14 citizens. However, there is 
only one member of the police 
force for approximately every 
160 citizens. This suggests that 
the city places greater emphasis 
on creating administrative jobs 
and less emphasis on providing 
police protection services. 

While the Police Department 
has been reduced since the 
1970's, the overall city govern- 
ment work force has grown dur- 
ing the same time period. With 


the projected police retirements . 


within the next few years and no 
additional officers, the prospect 
for additional police protection 
is grim. 


More Neighbor- 
hood Watch and 
Police Protection 
is Needed 


Most of these crimes occurred 
in public spaces where more 
eyes of the neighborhood and 
the presence of additional police 
officers might have helped pre- 
vent some of these crimes. . 

In our ongoing effort to make 
the Foggy Bottom community a 
safer and more enjoyable place 
to live, work, and play, our ac- 
tive participation in programs 
such as Neighborhood Watch 
becomes more important as the 
prospect of additional police 
protection fades.

The Rambler 


... Has a Popover

Soon, now, there will be no 
trace of it left — the old Foggy 
Bottom. das 

The Rambler returned there 
the other day and found he had 
difficulty remembering what the 
old Heurich Brewery looked 
like, as well as Riverside Sta- 
dium. There were some great 
hockey games played there in 
the early 1940s. 

The statute of William Jenn- 
ings Bryan has long' since 
departed, to make way for the 
approaches to the Roosevelt 
Bridge, and now, of course, the 
memorial to those who went 
down on the Titanic has been 
boxed up as the re-routing of the 
Rock Creek Parkway begins. 

There is no sign of a car wash 
or the former site of the Wax 
Museum or a famous old Wash- 
ington bar, Pete Dailey's. A bil- 
ly goat was a regular customer 
there. 

But a small island remains, in 
the midst of dump trucks and 
barricades and trench digging 
machines. ; 

The last survivors include the 
Arlington-Clagget Memorial Co. 
and a famous Washington 
restaurant, the Water Gate Inn.

inn, much beloved since 1942 
for its popovers and Penn- 
sylvania Dutch food. 

The inn is still very much in 
operation, but it expects to serve 
its last customer on the evening 
of May 31. 

Eventually, it will be wiped 
away and in the area will rise the 
John F. Kennedy Center for the 
Performing Arts. 

Plans for a new restaurant are 
still very much up in the air, and 
the Rambler decided it might be 
wise to pick himself up a hot 
popover while there was still 
time. 

Fortunately, he was able to 
have lunch with Mrs. Marjory 
Hendricks, the owner. 

Mrs. Hendricks, a grand- 
mother with cool, blue eyes, an 
obvious veteran of many a crisis 
in the restaurant business, ad- 
mits she is bitter after various 
transactions that wound up with 
the government condemning the 
land the restaurant is on. 

She feels she established 
something at the Water Gate 
worth saving. *Imagine,"" she 
said looking over the rooms 


tastefully decorated with bits of 


Americana, **its been condemn- 
ede 

The popovers arrived, and 
they were light and tasty and hot 
enough to soak up the butter. 
The Rambler gathered that over 
the years Mrs. Hendricks had 
grown just a trifle tired of the 
popover trademark. 

Her story is interesting. She 
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is from Seattle, Wash. Her sis- 
ter, Genevieve, is a well-known 
interior decorator, and the one 
chiefly responsible for building 
atmosphere into the two restau- 
rants once operated by Mrs. 
Hendricks. The other is Nor- 
mandy Farm out near Potomac, 
Md., which she sold in the late 
1950s. 

Mrs. Hendricks held several 
government jobs here editing 
publications. 

In the late 1920s, she found 
herself headed to Reno, Nev. A 
friend packed her off with a 
cook book. Up until then, she 
recalls, ‘‘I knew nothing about 
cooking and cared less.’’ 

Established in Reno — 
although at one point she was 
down to her last $5 — she open- 
ed a tea house in an old barn and 
handled most of the operations 
herself. 

A year later, she sold the res- 
taurant and went off to France 
to learn French cooking. 

In 1932 she spotted Norman- 
dy Farm, formerly a country 
club that had fallen on bad 
times, and she was again in the 
restaurant business... 

She had a French chef. One 
evening she discovered him 
jumping up and down on the 
familiar hat.

Plants To Please 


IT’S SPRING and time to 
make some choices of greenery 
for your home. Some of the ones 
I would recommend are the 
Dieffenbachia, Weeping Fig, 
Mother-in-Law Tongue, Philo- 
dendron, African Violets and 
Cacti. These all will give you a 
feeling of outdoors, but adapt, 
well to the indoors, without be- 
ing tiresome to take care of, 

The Dieffenbachia does not 
tolerate drafts very well and they 
need a temperture above 60 de- 
grees and only medium light. 
The Weeping Fig grows easily 
in most home conditions with 
medium to bright light, while 
the Mother-in-Law Tongue will 
easily adapt to anything but 
darkness. This plant is on your 
must list if you've killed every 
plant you have ever had. It is 
almost indestructible. 

Philodendrons will grow well 
in low light but don't confuse 
low light with no light at all. 
And African Violets grow in an 
east or north window with a 
temperature of 65 to 75 degrees 
beautifully. But be sure not to 
overwater . . . just keep them 
moist but not constantly wet. 

Cacti grow well in bright light 
in south windows. Use a porous 
sandy potting soil and water on- 
ly when dry. 

In fact more plants have been 
killed by overwatering than un- 
derwatering. Be sure to dig your

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finger down into the soil before 
offering it a drink. Just don't 
touch the surface. If the soil is 
damp about a finger digit down 
wait until it's dry that far down 
again to water. 

It's amazing how much you'll 
begin to enjoy plants as accesso- 
ries in your home atmosphere. 
They really do bring something 
special to your decor. 

Begin or add to with one or 
two of these choices and as you 
go along make another choice 
or two. You might even want to 
make a cacti garden, choosing 
small ones and placing them in 
an elongated basket or glass con-

tainer to show them off. They 
bloom, you know, and make ex- 
cellent conversation pieces since 
there are so many varieties of 
them. Or do the same with Afri- 
can Violets, choosing the dif- 
ferent colors and variations of 
colors that will delight you. In- 
stead of going for all large plants 
enjoying greenery on a diminu- 
tive scale always pleases, and 
then if one or two wither away, 
you can just insert another in 
their place, so that the show 
goes on. Group them together in 
a flower basket or trays. Be sure 
to check on them weekly, though; 
none of us thrive on absolutely 
no attention. But all of these 
choices don’t need constant con- 
cern so you can still jog or walk 
to window shop at 2000 Penn- 
sylvania Mall, read The Foggy 
Bottom News or a science fic- 
tion book from Moonstone Book- 
cellar, meet your friends for 
brunch, lunch or dinner at Le

ANC Highlights 


February 14, 1989 


1) Presentation of Certificate 
of Need Application - The Psy- 
chiatric Institute of Washing- 
ton, DC. The Psychiatric In- 
stitute is applying for approval 
to renovate its facility at 2141 
K Street. The present facility, 
operating since 1966, has 71 
beds and utilizes leased space 
on the eighth and ninth floors. 
While most of the current cases 
involve substance abuse, the re- 
novated unit will serve patients 
with both psychiatric and sub- 
stance abuse problems with an 
average stay of 25-30 days. Ap- 
proximaely $2 million will be 
spent on renovations, some of 
which will further restrict pa- 
tient movement. The modified 
facility will have only 34 beds. 
A Certificate of Need Applica- 
tion is required by the DC State 
Health Planning Agency prior 
to any changes. The ANC has a 
statutory role in the review pro- 
cess and can make recommen- 
dations concerning the propos- 
ed changes. The ANC unani- 
mously approved a motion to 
support the application.

date. Commissioner Palco met 
with residents who live near the 
School Without Walls regard- 
ing complaints about how the 
school's parking lot is being 
used. The parking lot was given 
to the school as a recreation area 
but allegedly has been the site of 
illegal and/or improper activities 
such as selling drugs. In his 
meeting with the residents, 
Commissioner Palco proposed 
to send a letter to John Wilson 
complaining about the situation. 
The letter will be finalized and 
sent in the near future. 


3) Proposed Office Building 
at 2101 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
NW. A presentation was made 
before the ANC of a proposed 
office building which would 
have a theater for movies and 


other live productions. The 


management of the old Circle 
Theater would run the new 
theater. The proposed office 
would have entrances on both K 
Street and Pennsylvania Avenue 
and there would be an arcade 
with shops on the first floor. 
The owners have requested in- 
creased FAR as a prerequisite to 
building the site. Although no 
further action was taken by the 
ANC at this time, the Zoning 
Commission is expected to rule 
on the PUD in April or May.
